As the days go on, the inconven- 
ience of the present train service 
given by C.P.R. makes itself felt 
more and more, and the effect on 
the business of the town is not at 
all good. On Tuesday a_ well-at- 
tended meeting of citizens was held 
in the Town Hall, and a deputation 
was formed to interview the C.P.R 
officials the following day, The 
deputation visited Mr Dawson, Dis- 
trict Passenger Agent, the following 
day; gnd put the town’s side of the 
casetohim, They were courteously 
received, and Mr Dawson ‘went 
fully into the various aspects ‘of the 
case. lle stated that he would get 
all the figures, and let them ‘know 
the Company's decision in a few 
days. 

FARMERS ALSO KICKING 

At a meeting of Strathmore 
U,F.A., held on Saturday afternoon 
are solution was adopted unanimous- 
ly protesting against the inconven- 
ience of the present train service, and 
asking that trains No. 13 and 14 be 


stopped, 
THE TOWN MEETING 
Mayor Lambert presided over 


the citizens meeting held on Tues- 
day afternoon. There was no diff- 
erence of opinion as to every means 
possible being used to ensure the 
stoppage of the night trains. Near- 
ly every business man was present 
and the attendance on the short 
notice given of the meeting showed 
the interest taken in the matter by 
Strathmore people. 

Mayor Lambert sa‘d that the 
object of the meeting was to con- 
sider ways and means of getting 
the former train service of three 
trains per day resumed. He advo- 
cated stringent means being taken 
immediately to prevent this injustice 
being continued. He said that 
Strathmore had co-operated and 
assisted the C.P.R. in every way 
possible with regard to various 
things, including the park which is 
at present under construction. 

A resolution was unanimously 
passed appointing Messrs W. E. 
Brown, M. E. McCoy, and John 
Mackenzie a committee to interview 
the C.P.R. regarding the stoppage 
of trains No. 13 and 14 


DEPUTATION TO THE 
COMPANY 

On Wednesday afternoon the 
deputation called on Mr A, R, Daw- 
soa, District Passenger Agent, and 
set forth the feeling of the towns- 
people regarding the train service 
which had come into effect since 
the beginning of June. Mr Daw- 
son stated that he had that day re- 
ceived the petition signed by over 
two hundred of the male residents 
of the town, but had not had tims 
to go into the matter yet. The 
deputation went over the argumente 
set forth in last issue, and also s 
number of others, and stated thaa 
they were quite willing to base theit 
case on the amount of passenger 
traffic carried to and trom Strathr 
more by trains 13 and 14, It wa- 
an unjust discrimination againss 
Strathmore that these trains stoppt 
ed at Gleichen, Bassano, and 
Brooks, which were no bigger than 
Strathmore, and ran through Strath- 
more, They gave their personal 
experiences of the number of 
passengers carried by these trains 
and said they would like the com- 
pany to figure out the number of 
passengers travelling by No 14 to 
Strathmore prior to June ist, as 
compared with other places. The 
Company would lose considerable 
business, as there many people who 
came from the northern district who 
got on board tor Calgary at Strath- 
more because of the former service 
of three trains a day who would now 
go over the C.N,R. anc Grand 
Trunk, thus losing business to the 
Company, 
Mr Dawson said that it was a 
serious matter to stop a_ heavy

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Government Experi- 
ments at Strathmore | 


WITH SUMMERFALLOW 
AND IRRIGATION 


“There is nothing myster- 
ious about it, and we would like 
the farmers to come over and see 
what we are doing,” said Mr G. 
D. Walters to the Standard re- 
presentative on Tuesday, as he 
paused in his labors on the 120- 
acre tract of ground between the 
railway and the irrigation head- 
quarters, of, 

Mr Walters is in charge of the 
agricultural as distinct from the 
engineering department of the 
investigation the Government is 
directing into the complaints of 
some of the farmers as the value 
of irrigation and the amount of 
land classed as irrigable. In ad- 
dition to forty acres of land be- 
tween the headquarters and the 
railroad he has 7o acres at Mr 
J. A. Cammeart’s, and 27 acres 
at the M. Willems farm. There 
are alsoplots on irrigation land 
at Lethbridge and Bassano. 

It has heen felt that experi- 
mentsand demonstrations given 
in this district in the past had 
been conducted on too small a 
scale, and this is the reason why 
a tract of forty acres has been 
taken, as its handling is much 
the same problem as has to be 
dealt with on the ordinary farm. 
Nearly every variety of yrain 
and pasture that can be raised 
in this district is represeated on 
Mr Walters forty acres includ- 
ing wheat, oats, barley, alfalfa, 
grasses, field peas, clover, ete. 
Most of this has been left dry, 
and on some the amount of 
water used has been less than 
on others. 

So faras it as gone at present 
the irrigated land has much 
the best of it. Some of the 
grain crop is eighteen inches in 
height, and a little of the wheat 
nwas oticed to be heading out. The dry 
summer fallow looks good too, but the 
growth was not so heavy, and there were 
patches throughout it where the crop had 
not started until the recent rains, 

The forty acres that Mr Walters is con- 
ducting his investigations on is part of 
120 being farmed this year by the Dem- 
stration Farm, The work on Mr Walter's 
forty acres is being done by Demonstra- 
tion Farm employees, none of whom have 
with irriga-

R. B. Bennett, M.P. Expletap the Doo- 
trine—‘algary a Second 
Minneapolis 


In an {mportant speech, delivered 
in Calgary just before his departure 
for the Past to attend the session at 
Ottawa, Mr. R, B. Bennett, M.P. for 
Calgary, described the Government's 
policy of protection at length and ex- 
plat™ od how it had benefited the 

yore of his most interest- 
Aaetions was the statement 
= f a protective policy Calgary 
Sscome another Minneapolis and 
it would be his delight to work with 
that object in view. 

Minneapolis and St. Paul, although 
as far West as Winnipeg, are two of 
the most important manufacturing 
cities in the United States. Large 
foundries and iron works are located 
there, while numerous agricultural 
implement and wooden-ware factories, 
whose products have a continental 
reputation, also thrive in these Wes- 
tern communities. 

It has always been an outstanding 
feature of the United States fiscal 
policy that its results are distributed 
fairly evenly throughout the whole 
country. We find factories not only 
along the Atlantic coast, but through- 
out the entire Middle West, and even 
in the far West. Although the tariff 
in Canada is nearly 20% lower on 
the average than that In the United 
States, there is no doubt that if the 
reasonable fiscal policy of the past 
thirty years is maintained that a 
similar distribution of industries will 
take place in Western Canada. 


A TIMELY QUESTION 


American Stone-cutters Find Employ- 
ment, While Those in Toronto 
Walk Streets 


A correspondent, who signs himself 
“One out of work,” writes to the 
Toronto “News” under date of Janu- 
ary 9th, to ask an explanation of the 
fact that all the cut stone in the new 
technical school on Harbord Street 
fe American stone -cut by American 
stone-cutters, and shipped into Toron- 
to finished to go into the building, 
while dozens of Toronto's stone- 
cutters, who pay their taxes, are walk- 
ing the streets with nothing to do, 
and no opportunity of earning support 
for wife end children, 

This ts a question that concerns not 
only Toronto but every community 
and individual that is making pur- 
chases in Canada, particularly in the 
next few months. 

Obviously the expenditure of Can- 
adian money for American stone in 
Indiana will not benefit any one in 
Canada, even if the price was a little 
lower than that of Canadian stone 
for a similar purpose, There never 
was a time when the “Madein-Canada” 
policy should be more rigidly adhered 
to by those spending money in Can- 
ada than at present. Every dollar 
spent for a Canadian product means 
s0 much more work for Canadians, 
many of whom are out of employment 
to-day. 

This is not the first time there has 


been complaint made about the entry | 


of American stone into Canada. The 


letter referred to above would seem | 


to indicate that the question of more 
adequate protection for the Canadian 
stone-cutter should be favorably con- 
aidered by the Dominion Government, 
In Western Canada there are many 
stone quarries the workers in which 
are interested in this question, 


RURAL DEPOPULATION 


A Problem Closely Allied With the 
High Coet of Living 


In an editorial dealing with this 
subject a few weeks ago the “Can- 
adian Countryman” refers to the de- 
spairing utterances of the leaders of 
the Dominion Grange, Mr. W, C, Good 
and Mr. E. C. Drury, In thetr address 
to that body, which was recently in 
session in Toronto, they earnestly de- 
plored the migration citywards which 
affects rural life in Canada as in every 
other civilized country. They blame 
the development of industrial centres 
for it, and, apparently, seek the rem- 
e@dy for the migrationin reversing that 
Gevelopment and destroying the op- 
portunities which attract young men 
and women to town. 

Let us see, says the editor of the 
“Oountryman.” Assuming Canadian 
cities and towns could be wiped out, 
or thrown into such distress that our 
young folks would avold them, would 
not most of these young adventurers 
cross the boundary line, as formerly 
they did, to Canada's infinite loss, and 
the enormous gain of the republic? 
Anyone who knows these boys and 
girls who leave the farm knows that 
when they want to go, they will go, if 
it is only to seek blindly, at any dis- 
tance, at any risk, that Eldorado of 
tree opportunity to strive for them- 
eelves, to prove themselves, to be 
masters, each for himself!

the beautiful Vermilion lakes, the 
animals paddock, the golf links, 
hot and cold water bathing pools, 
and other attractions. One of 
the chief features of the national 
curiosities is the Sun Dance can- 
yon, a deep and curious cleft 
in the mountain, whose very 
formation is mysterious. At a 
distance of nine miles lies Lake 
Minnewanka, a mountain mirror- 
ed lake walled by tremendous 
clifts that r se from the water toa 
fearful height. The lake 1s six- 
teen miles long with a width of 
onetotwo miles. A launch takes 
parties about to various points 
on the border of the lake. 


LAKE LOUISE STATION 


From Banff to Lake Louise the 
route lies through the Kicking 
Horse pass and the scenery here 
ismagnificent. The track crawls 
through the canyons, twistingand 
squirming like an eel. Lake 
Louise station is in the middle of 
the pass, practically speaking. 
Three miles from Lake Louise 
station lies Lake Louise itself, 
which is according to a great 
many, the prettiest lake in the 
world, Lake Louise is the gem 
for which all the great Rocky 
mountuins are the setting. 

From Lake Louise (altitude 5,645 
feet) good trails lead tojthe principal 
features of interest in the vicinity. 
Ata distance of about ten miles ts 
Moraine lake, situated at the head 
of the valley of the Ten Peaks, and 
reached over a good carriage road 
recently constructed. (Good camp- 
ing facilities are afforded on the 
shore of the lake in the midst of 
scenic surroundings of surpassing 
beauty and grandeur. 

The next wonderful point of inter- 
est on the trip is the view of the 
two spiral tunnels which have been 
cut through solid rock to lower the 
grade of the railroad. Here is the 
famous Rogers pass tunnel and the 
figure eight loops. 

FIELD THE MAJESTIC 

After Lake Louise is Field, sur- 
rounded by snow covered peaks, 
tremendous glaciers, beautiful lakes 
glorious water‘fallsy making io all 
a veritable paradise for the hunter, 
the fisher and the holiday outer, 

A variety of pleasant excursions 
may be made to the wonder spots 
so plentiful in this region. 


GLACIER AND ITS ENVIRONS 


Leaving the Field the railroad 
crosses the Columbia river at Gold- 
en, skitts the foot of Mount Sir 
Donald, that lofty snow-covered 
peak that pierces the white banked 
clouds, and rolls in Glacier B, C. 

Glacier lies near the summit of 
the Selkirk range in the midst of a 
region of mighty peaks and glac- 
iers, woods and waterfalls. From 
the hotel verandah the traveler will 
see apparently afew hundred feet 
away, yet 1n reality two miles away, 
the famous Illecillewaet glacier, 
the great glacier of the Selkirks, 
and larger than all the combined 
glaciers ia the republic of Switzer- 
land. To the left the glacier 
Mount Sir Donald rears itselt to the 
bright blue sky. 


ALBERT CANYON 
West from the glacier the railroad 


| follows the Illecillewaet river vicin- 


ity till it reaches Alberta Canyon. 
Here one hundred and fifty feet be- 
low the track may been seen the 
river, boiling in the canyon, while 
the train runs along the very brink 
as if purposely to give the passcn- 
gers athrill that is not to be ex- 
perienced anywhere else. 
REVELSTOKE B.C, 

At Revelstoke there is a mag- 
nificient view of the Columbia river 
sweeping to the Arrow Lakes; its 
banks studded with snow covered 
peaks and its tributaries in many 
cases high waterfalls from the sides 
of precipitous crags. 

At Arrow Head, where the tour- 
ists change trom train to the river 
steamer there is the first view of the 
famous winding Arrow Lakes. The 
country around the lakes has often 
been termed the Killarney of British 
Columbia owing to the wonderful 
resemblance of this country to that 
beautiful spot in Ireland made so 
famous in history and song. 

The trip down the upper lake is 
filled with interest. The steamer 
passes by brown hills; slips by little 
valleys that run coyly down to the 
waters edge to sap up the little blue 
waves of the lake; wanders past 
along broad acres of ranches 
stretched out and planted with 
flowering fiuit trees and paddles 
by sleepy little towns that lie by the 
lake brim awaiting a railroad or a 
steamer to wake them into life 
again. 

LOWER ARROW LAKE 

Down the Lower Arrow Lake the 
scenery is even prettier, for here 
the mountains are more prominent 


rt 


and the sides of the lake are high 
and precipitous. The ranches lie on 
top of the pla‘eaus; but in p’aces slip 
over and find way to the lake by a 
wharf where the steamer stops. 


NELSON B.C. 


Nelson lies on an arm of the 
Kooteney Lake, It is a charming 
little city of a population estimated 
at 7,000 inhabitants. Close to the 
city lies the famous Bonnington 
Falls, a roaring waterfall where 
some of the best trout fishing in 
British Columbia is to be had. 

Following eastward along the 
Kootenay Lake the road reaches 
Balfour which{is situated midway 
between Nelson and Kootenay Land- 
ing, but on the west shore of the 
arm. 

Balfour is a delightful spot in the 
centre of the Kootenay country of 
lower British Columbia. It nestles 
amid snow-capped mountains in a 
country tull of lakes and. streams. 
The Canadian Pacific railway has 
an excellent hotel, where tourist or 
sportsman can enjoy out-ol-door 
life in his ot her own peculiar way. 

Southward, dowu the lake, the 
boat also goes from Balfour to 
Kootenay Landing, where the tour- 
ist embarks once more on board the 
train. 

CRANBROOK B.C. 


The next point of interest along 
the journey is Cranbrook. Here 
is a small city which was once an 
Indian Mission. There are interest- 
ing things to be seen at Cranbrook 
as well as in other points in South- 
ern Kootenay? among other places 
where the visitor may stop 1s Mitchel 
and Fernie and visit the famous 
coal mines. 

CROW’S NEST PASS 

Leaving Fernie the train winds 
up into the Crow’s Nest Pass, the 
southern pass of the Canadian 
Pacific railway through the Rocky 
mountains. Once through the pass 
it runs through a ranching district 
till it reaches Macleod 

WHERE TO START 

Westerners living in Edmonton, 
Medicine Hat, Moose Jaw, Regina, 
Sasktoon, or Winnipeg. may also 
take part in this trip and may go 
over the route which has been called 
the Circle Tour of the Rockies, the 
Arrow and Kootenay Lakes, either 
by going west from Calgary or by 
going south from Calgary to Mac- 
leod and arouad the other way. 

THE COST 
is remarkably low. The fare for 
the circle trip through the Rockies, 
by Arrow and Kootenay Lakes, is 
$22.00 trom Calgaty. To Victoria 


Vancouver, Westminster and 
Bellingham the cost is $40.00. To 
Seattle, Tacoma, and Everet, the 


cost is $42.50, and to Portland $45

WHEAT CULTIVATION 


Production Less Per Acre Than In 
Canada—Farming Conditions In 
South America 


“The Grain Growers’ Guide,” in a 
recent issue. had a very interesting 
description of the Argentine Republic 
and the agricultural conditions that 
prevail In population Argentina 
is nearly equal to Canada, having 
7,171,190 people on December 318t, 
1911, whereas Canada, on June 1st of 
the same had 7,506,643. Argen- 
tina is, he outstripping Canada 
in immigration at present. That coun- 
try received 547,000 in 1912 as com- 
pared with 395,000 who came to Can- 
ada. Our total commerce !s over 
$200,000,000 greater than that of Ar- 
gentina, although Argentina exported 
nearly $84,000,000 more products than 
Argentina. 

While we frequently hear about the 
hardships of the farmer in Western 
Canada, and are told of the exactions 
of the big interests through the sys- 
tem of pro‘ection, high freight rates, 
excessive interest charges, etc., it is 
doubtful if there is any Western grain 
grower who would be willing to change 
his homeste xd for a farm in free trade 
Argentina, where, according to the 
“Grain Growers’ Guide,” there are 
special difficulties to overcome tn the 
race for agricultural supremacy. Chief 
of these is the low general intelligence

of the people. In 1911, more than 
one-half of the population over six 
years of age were illiterate. Argen- 


tines, that is natives, constitute three- 
filfths of the population, chiefly of 
Spanish extraction, the national lan- 
guage also being Spanish. Of the two 
and a quarter million foreigners living 
in Argentina, about one-half are 


Italians, one-third Spaniards, with 
French, Russian and Servians next to 
order, and only 40,000 Anglo-Saxons, 


Only a third of the farmers own the 
land they cultivate and most of the 
grain growers are dependent upon 
family labor. Nearly all the farmers 
begin their career by renting land on 
shares, sharing the crop with the 
owner of the land. With little ex- 
perience and less money, thetr lot ts 
ahard one. The farmer and his familly 


do all the work, while the land owner 
sells the crop. During the seeding 
and harvesting seasons the whole 


family work in the flelds from daylight 
to dark. This condition is little better 
than serfdom and naturally the far- 
mer’s whole effort is to better his 
condition. With thousands of wheat 
growers the be-all and end-all of life 
is to get enough money to return to 
(the native country of most of 
them) and buy a little farm or busi- 
ness of thelr own. The average hold- 
ing of the small farmer is 247 acres 
and even those who own or rent larger 
farms are not much better off because
